mares should prove to be only "every- 
seeond-year" breeders, 
they 
would 


not be so profitable as if they brought 
colts each year. 
By breeding such 


mares in the fall one has a chance 
to average two colts In three years 
from each mare, which Is better than 
getting only one colt in two years. 


Oftentimes the mnre suckling a fall 


colt is not needed for work through 
the winter and the marc and colt can 
run out through the day. 
This re- 


liefs one of the necessity of having 
to keep the colt shut in n bos-stal' 
while the mare is at work as in the 
case with the spring colt. Also, some 
stallions stand at a reduced fee in 
the*fall.
